New York, Oct. 20.—The union of
Germans and Bulgarians In  the
northeastern corner of Serbla con-
cerns Great Britain more than it does
Serbia. . The junction was' effected,
not to threaten Serbia, but to estab-
ligh a quick route for supplying muni-
tlons to Germany's impoverished ally,
Turkey,

These munitions, however, must
move over 30 miles of mountain high-
ways In Serbla and 100 miles of Bul-
garian roads before they reach the
Orient raillway. BSuch a move oan
only be countered by a rapld con-
eontration of the allies elther in Bul-
garin or Turkey., And the Germans
will be able to equip the idle Turks
with needed supplies unless the allies
cut their communications.
